POISONOUS POTATOES. 


An Alkaloid Called SManino lion Great 


Ifeuuage S0niflifu«*- 


If; is not very rar» to soe seriong ac- 


cidents happen by poisoning from tho 
nse of potatoes in placag \vnere food is 
supplied by contract, as iu schools, pris- 
ons and barracks, and astonishment is 
expressed that this precious and highly 
estimated food stud shonld be -capable 
af doing go much damage. It is -well to 
know that the potato, even when abso- 
lutely sound, contains a certain amount 
of a vegetable alkaloid called solaniue. 


The remarkable point is thnt this sol- 


anine is much more abundant in sum- 
mer than in winter; whereas it amounts 
:o .044 per kilogram from November 
to February, it reaches the figure of .280 
in July and August. This evil •would 
not be very great if the production of 
:he alkaloid were not still further in- 
creased by the process oE germination 
and putrefaction of the potato. The nse 
of potatoes deteriorated in this way may 
;ive risfl to casts of poiscuiugchiiracter- 
zed by vomiting, diarrhea, fever, di- 
ated pupils, convulsions and profuse 
sweating. 


It is usually in the mouths of June 


and July that these accidents occur, at 
tho moment wbru the potatoes of tho 
preceding year have tiepnu to gc.rminute 
md rot. 
The contractors of the above 


mentioned establishments send these po- 
atoes there, since they have DO longer 
any marketable value, because the new 
potatoes are already large and redncerl 
in price. 


It is therefore necpseary to watch 


these supplies in a most careful maunitr 
and to refuse potatoes that -show auy 
black or softened spots or that huvo be- 
gun to gprmimitt'.. 
As a gonrrnl thins.; 


potatoes uwd in c:::iu;j should be as 
fresh as possible.—P.-iris Ili'vald.

A FAMOUS RECIPE. 


How the Uoboken Turtle Clul> Concocti 


It* Time Honored Turtle Sou|« 


Good livers will bn interested m this- 


recipe. 


By it JnO pounds of tnrtle will pro- 


duce 80 gallons of soup. It is the recipe 
used by the Hobokeu Turtle'Club for 
many generations, and tbe original 
recipe is HOW iu tbe hands of the stew- 
ard of tbe club: 


Take a kettle of 30 gallons capacity 


»nd fill nearly fall of water. Put ii) 8 
lets of calves' feet (32), well cleaned, 
| and 30 necks of beef. To this add 2 
| dozen parsley, 1 dozen leeks, a half peck 


I of small onions and sat aud pepper to 


I snit. Boil the whole to rags, about 20 
houra 


Kill the turtle, scnld off tho thin out- 


side glazed portion and take off tins. Put 
the shell, cnt up into small pieces, into 
boiling water xinril the nitron com>>s off. 
Tbc'ii nrlrt the trtrrln meat, alco cut in 


•mail pieces. To this add tbe meat of 8 
calves' heads which have been suffi- 
ciently boiled to remove the skin. 


Strain off the stock .through a fine 


sieve. Strain twice out of pot and back 
again. Now add citron and boil three 
hours. Then add turtle meat and calves' 
.heads and boil the whole until the cit- 
ron is wholly done. 


Add these spices: Quarter pound each 


of grouud allspice, ground cloves, ground 
mace ar.d ground nutmegs, a pound of 
sweet marjoram aucl the same of tliymo 
and summer savory, with black aud 
cayenne pepper to taste. 


Put the spices iuto two small salt 


bags and drop into the pot until satis- 
factorily seasoned, taking out and put- 
ting in agam from time to timo and 
occasionally squeezing the bags iuto the 
pot. 


After adding tho ttmlo meat and 


calves' beads boil five bonrs until all 
tbe sonr taste is gone Bs.il ovc.r a slow 
fire aud ba sere to keep well stirred to 
avoid burning. 


When cooked and poured into vessels, 


let it get perfectly cool before covering 
tip or touching with a spoon. It should 
assume a gelatinous consistency. Keep 
at same temperature. Use 2 gallons each 
of claret, sherry and brandy.

LILY O F T H E VALLEY. 


How FlurUU Mnoacf to flair* TbU Varor- 


ile ' luirrr tho tiutiro Vear. 


Nowud.iyn lily of the valley blossoms 


<its offenxi for »ala in tbo Xew Vort 
toarket every day in tbo year. This i« 
doe to <be advantajjes of cold storage. 
says the editor of Gardening, from 
which is gleaned the following: 


The lily of tha valley that is forced 


by florins and a!so by am a tears in their 
greenhouses is usually imported from 
the eontiueut of Europe, mostly from 
Berlin, ami comes to as iii the form of 
individual plump pips or single crowns 
tied op in bunches. These pips hare 
b«en specially grown for two or three 
years for forcing purposes before being

•old, and although they are not bnlba 
they are usually classed among bulbous 
plants. 


Now observe something curious aboat 


forcing lily of the valley. It urns' have 
a period of rest and IVost before it will 
force well; hence it is that this year's 
roots are seldom ia the market before 
New Year's, and even then the foliage 
is poor compared with later produc- 
tions. Before bulbs or other plants force 
well they reqniro to be well rooted in 
their pots. Not so with lily of the val- 
ley. All it wants is sand to steady it 
and water, and it blooms beautifully 
without much rootmaking, and this is 
why florists grow them dibbled in quite 
thick in frames in a greenhouse. 


Other hardy plants are generally 


started slowly. Not BO this one, how- 
ever, for we plunge it into a sweatbox 
of 80 or flO degrees right away. 


We can grow lily of the valley here 


just as well as they can in Germany. 
We grew onr own roots and forced 
about 100 boxes, soapbox size, and sev- 
eral pots of it each winter, but instead 
of using separate pips we lifted selected 
cods of roots and shook most of the 
earth away from them, enough to lot 
ns ge^ them packed into the boies. Then 
we set them out of doors hi a sheltered 
place, with a light covering of earth or 
asbes over them to save the crowns from 
light, wind or sunshine, and there they 
were left to the naorcy of the frost and 
snow. We took in a few boxes twice a 
week, and in this way had flowers from 
New Tear's till wa got them outside in 
May. 
The illustration of the potfu) 


shows'the condition of our flowers at 
Easter. At that time forcing was easier, 
and we1 got excellent foliage as well as 
blossoms. Before March we could not 
get as fine foliage as this is, 110 matter 
bow we treated the roots. 


Small Fruits In Winter. 


Here is advice concerning the winter 


treatment of small fruits. It comes from 
the division of pomology of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


Where winters are severe enough: ence 


in four years to seriously injure unpro- 
tected bnsh fruits, mulching or laying 
down will often pay well. 
Mnch de- 


pends upon the characterand cost of the 
material used and its durability. Straw, 
unless clean thrashed and free 
from 


grass seeds, is a most productive source 
of future trouble to the grower. Forest 
leaves can be secured in sufficient quan- 
tity in some localities to- be available 
for nse among the bush fruits. 
Where 


obtainable, pine needles - aiso form ad- 
mirable muJch, and with a little care in 
removing can be used two or three times. 
Broken cornstalks that hare been well 
tramped over in the barnyard are use- 
ful, 
and sorghum bagasse i»ntilized in 


some sections. 


In a cold and dry cliro^ie the only 


sure protection for blackberries and rasp- 
berries is the lying down and covering 
of the canes. 
This is accomplished by 


digoing.awayfromonesideuf the plant, 
toppling it over with a fork and wholly 
or partially covering the caues with 
earth from between the rows. This meth- 
od involves staking or trellising tb" 
bushes when they are raised again in 
spring, bat it is found profitable because 
of the insurance against crop failure 
which it affords. 
On most beixry soil* 


water furrows should be run between 
the rows with a light ono horse or shovel 
plow late in fall in ordp.r that .surface 
water may bo promptly removed during 
the winter months.
